“The church,” slowly answered the 
Cardinal, “is no advocate of marriage 
without love, if by love you understand 
the reasonable and well-grounded affec- 
tion which young people have for each 
other, and not that wild pagsion which 
so often ends in misery for the people 
concerned. Love of this kind is a mere 
impulse which is short-lived, and seldom 
ends in a happy marriage. 

“Separation without divorce may tend 
to immorality in cases of those who 
have no conscience and who have never 
been guided in their conduct by the di- 
vine law. Otherwise, a separation with- 
out divorce in.no way involves a ten- 
dency to immorality. It is known from 
experience that where the marriage 
laws of the Catholic Church are strictly 
observed a case of acparation between 
husband and wife is of very rare oc- 
currence. On the other hand, it is 
known from universal experience that 
divorce and facility of divorce are the 
very strongest incentives to immorality.” 

“Is progressive polygamy, as prac- 
ticed by divorced persons who remarry, 
better than Mormon polygamy, where 
several wives are taken at once?” I 
next inquired. 


“Progressive Polygamy” Condemned. 

“If of two evils I were to choose the 
less I would prefer Mormon polygamy, 
where several wives are taken at once, 
to progressive polygamy as practiced by 
divorced people who remarry. In the 
former case the wives and children are 
provided for, and in the ‘atter the wives 
ere often sent adrift and exposed to 
every danger, whereas, the children, if 
there be any, are deprived of the pro- 
tection and care which the natural law 
itself dictates that they should receive 


at the hands of their parents.

‘Wkely that half the number of women who read of Bina Verrault’s spec- 
tacular career in New York will ever learn of its sordid end. 

Yet it is the usual end—not the inevitable end, as we have been taught, per- 
haps; for very exceptional genius, whether devoted to good or evil, is apt to be 
permanently triumphant. But considered apart from its moral aspect, the aver- 
ge talents of the average woman are much better invested in creating a syndi- 
cate of one man's affections than exploiting those of a number. The latter 
course may present the smiling aspect of a get-rich-quickly prospectus, but like 
all similar schemes it pays one dividend out of the principal and then comes the 
smash! 

This is exactly what happened to Bina Verrault, who must have realized 
before she died how much more it would have paid her to be the decent wife of 
the most down-and-out prospector at Tonopah than to have run the gamut of ill- 
gotten luxury that ended in a pauper’s death in a saloon. 

Not every woman is capable of solving her own problems on their abstract 
merits. The girl who is supporting an entire family on $10 a week and who sees 
a girl who used to work at the next counter pass her on her way home in a 
$1000 gown and a $15,000 automobile does not always find sufficient comfort in the 
thought that she is doing right. She knows that if that machine were to halt 
before her own home its occupant might be treated with far greater deference by 
her neighbors than all their knowledge of her worth would command for her. 

But then she would be considering only the glittering moment—not the end 
in the ditch to which both the machine and the false goddess in it are riding.

Even in France it appears to be more 
in favor than in our retrograde country, 
if one may judge from the following 
amusing anecdote: At Boulogne, during 
the reception of Queen Victoria in June, 
1856, a number of English ladies, in their 
anxiety to see everything, pressed with 
such force against the soldiers who 
were keeping the line that the latter 
were in some instances obliged to give 
way. The officer in command, observ- 
ing the state of affairs, shouted out: 
“One roll of the drum—if they don’t 
keep back, kiss them all!”" At the first 
sound of the drum the English ladies 
took to flight. “If they had been 
French,’ was the comment of a Pa- 
risian journal, ‘‘they would have re- 
mained.”’ 

That kissing has its penaltiés as well 
as its pleasures is proved by abundant 
evidences from many countries and in 
many ages. As long ago as 1660 we read 
that Jacobeth Marline and Sarah Tuttle 
were prosecuted for ‘‘setting down on a 
chest together, his arms about her 
waste and her arme upon his shoulder, 
or about his neck, and continuing in 
that sinful posture about half an hour, 
in which time he kyssed her and she 
kyssed him, or they kyssed one anoth- 
er, as ye witnesses testified.”’ 

Even worse was the fate that over- 
took an Australian who in a moment of 
irresistible temptation stole a kiss from 
a pretty girl. In the first instance he 
was haled before a magistfate and 
heavily fined. Then he was _ horse- 
whipped by the girl’s brother and har- 
ried into a fever by his own wife. The 
clergyman of his parish based a severe 
homily on his labial lapse, and tke local 
press condemned the act in several 
scathing columns, while, as a final retri- 
bution, the caterpillars devoured every 
blade of the malefactor’s wheat crop! 

From the fines inflicted on unlicensed 
kissers we get strangely conflicting es- 
timates of the money value of a stolen 
salute. Thus an amorous man milliner 
of Paris was condemned to pay £15 for 
kissing 20 of his work girls, a penalty 
which works out to 15 shillings a time; 
£125 was the price paid for a similar 
robbery perpetrated not long ago on a 
pretty young lady of Strabane, while 
an Ohio maid-of-all-work set a value of 
$5000 on three kisses administered with- 
out her consent by the Hon. Oliver 
w— R-—, her employer. 

Nor are the ladies allowed to go scot 
free when they take similar liberties 
on unprotected males. Quite recently, 
in Chicago, Blanche Nelson was fined 
$5 for kissing a clergyman without his 
consent. In Englewood, N. J., Mayor 
Fellows fined Miss Emma Marshall $10 
for kissing her sweetheart, and in Wichi- 
ta, Kan., Etta Ashkraft was fined $5 
for throwing a kiss to T. A. Faweett, a 
tailor. 

From these deplorable examples of 
misguided osculation it is a relief to 
turn to the following little story: A 
few years ago, at a matinee perform- 
ance held at the Lyric Theater in aid 
of the South African war heroes, one 
of our most charming and beautiful 
actresses had recited ‘‘The Absent- 
minced Beggar’’ when a tambourine 
was put up at auction. The bids rapid- 
ly amounted to f17, at which sum the 
offers came to a decisive halt. ‘“‘Make 
it 2 guineas,” said the fair reciter, 
“and I will kiss the buyer.” ‘‘Twenty 
guineas!"" promptly shouted a Parsee 
gentleman from the stalls, and, jumping 
on to the stagé, he paid the money, re- 
ceived the reward and retired amid 
thunders of applause.

Mrs. Reedee’s mental condition is such 
that she is unable to. make a coherent 
statement. Her face is cut and bruised 
and it is thought she has concussion 
of the brain. ) 

‘My wife made another houseboat 
woman jealous when she gave the 
woman’s husband a letter to mail,” said 
Reeder. to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
‘The woman, with two others, came to 
our house and invited my wife to go 
to the houseboat of one of them. As 
as they got her there they at- 
tacked her with clubs. After they had 
beaten her she escaped and came home. 


Mind Was Affected. 
“Her mind hasn't. been right since 


then. Friday morning the baby dian’t 
wake up. It just’ kept on steeping» I 
didn't tell’ anybody because I didn’t 
think anything much was the matter 
with it. 

‘Yesterday I was frightened and told 
the police. I don’t see what could have 
made tue baby sleep that way unless 
its mother gave it too much medicine.”

If Congress Makes Provision, 
Efforts to Convict Here 
Would Fail. 





An examination of testimony in the 
Government's suit to dissolve the St. 
Louis Terminal combine is believed to 
have been one of the principal] reasons 
prompting Attorney-General Bonaparte 
to urge a postponement by Congress of 
bills providing for amendments to the 
Sherman anti-trust law. 

One of the proposed amendments ex- 
empted traffic associations from the op- 
eration of the anti-trust law. 

Former Attorney-General E. C. Crow, 
counsel for the Government in the Ter- 
minal case, remarkéd to a Pest-Dispatch 
reporter that such a modification of the 
anti-trust statute would tend to legalize 
all Terminal associations. 

Monopoly Would Be Assured. 

“If pooling agreements among rail- 
roads were tolerated,’’ said Mr. Crow, 
‘the Terminal Association would insist 
probably that it came within this view 
of the anti-trust law. 

“While such an amendment would af- 
fect in no wise the present suit, it might 
assure the Terminal corporation of a 
lawful monopoly of St. Louis a 
facilities in the future. 

According to dispatches from Wash- 
ington, Representative Townsend of 
Michigan has announced that the Presi- 
dent had abandoned hope of any antl- 
trust legislation along lines suggested 
by the railroads at this session of Con- 


‘| gress.

Further, it is stated in- the dispatches- 


the Michigan Representative, who was 
fathering the anti-trust law amend- 
ments, spent several days recently at 
Attorney-General Bonaparte’s office in 
conference with that official. 

Will Wait Until Next Session. 

Rather than place any hasty legis- 
lation on the statute books, Mr. Bona- 
parte is said to have determined to 
wait until the next session of Congress 
and until he can make a more compre- 
hensive study of data bearing on traf- 
fic associations and other interests 
which would be affected by the amend- 
ment suggested. 

Depositions in the Terminal suit were 
postponed by agreement of counsel 
Tuesday, the exact date when they will 
be resumed to be decided later.
